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MINISTRY OF COMMERCE AND INDUSTRY 
RESOLUTION 

Neva Delhi, the 26th September 1957 

No. IPC(l)/57.—The question of equitable distribution of the available 
supply of raw film in the country has been under the consideration of 
the Government of India, and it has now been decided to form a Central 
Committee consisting of a representative of the Government of India as 
Chairman and four representatives of the film industry and three Regional 
Committees at Bombay, Calcutta and Madras consisting of the local Joint 
Chief Controller of Imports & Exports as Chairman and two representa¬ 
tives of the film industry. 

The functions of these committees will be: 

(1) To advise on the fixation and distribution of regional allocations 

at the three Production Centres, Bombay, Madras and West 

Bengal; 

(2) To make proposals regarding the general policy and procedure 

for allotting quota to the film industry; 

(3) Generally to advise Government, Importers and the Industry on 

questions which may arise from time to time.
